a. Place 40 gallons of w ater in one 
barrel and suspend 40 lbs of blue­ 
stone in a loosely woven burlap bag 
just under the surface of the w ater. 
Leave this over night, So that the 
bluestone will dissolve. 
b- .Slake IO lbs of stone limo to 
J a thick paste and dilute with w ater 
to 40 gallons in the other barrel,

2. W ith these stock solutions, the 
spray may be mixed in one of two 
ways. 
W here it is inconvenient to 
prepare ta. mixing 
platform 
and 
raise w ater to th at level, m ethod “b" 
will be found good. 
a 
Fifty gallons of spray may be 
prepared by diluting 4 
gallons 
of 
each stock solution (containing one 
Hi of Ii me or bluestone to the gal­ 
lon) to 25 gallons separately, and 
pouring them together 
through 
a 
sack not burlap) or fine brass wire 
strainer into the sprayer tank. 
b. Fifty gallons of spray may be 
prepared as fo'low s: Take four gal- 
lone of the bluestone stock solution
